The Board discussed possible vi¬ 
olations of GHI regulations that 
may exist in GHI homes and yards. 
The appearance of sheds, hedges, 
fences, and additions will be scru¬ 
tinized to ascertain whether or not 
these are being built and maintain¬ 
ed according to GHI standards. A

stitutedT and a decision made as to 
the course of action to take in the 
case of violations.

Fair Housing To Meet 

A membership meeting of the 
Greenbelt Fair Housing Committee 
will be held on Wednesday, Nov. 
18 at 8:30 pan. in the City Council 
Chamber. The agenda will include 
discussion of the status of the or¬ 
ganization’s proposal to the City 
Council for the establishment of a 
Human Relations Committee by the 
City as well as matters of current 
interest in housing in Greenbelt. 

Officers elected by the Executive 
Committee at its. meeting on Oct 21, 
to serve for six months were: Albert 
K. Herling, chairman; the Rev. 
Kenneth Wyatt, vice chairman; 
Theodore Pritzker, treasurer; Mrs. 
Miriam Cornelius, recording secre¬ 
tary; and John Robert Newbrough, 
corresponding secretary. Bruce 
Bowman was elected chairman of 
the Program Committee, Bertram 
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Williamson, and Mary Smith. At 
the organizational meeting of the 
new board on Nov. 1, Skolnik was 
elected president; Hodenfield, vice- 
president; Kastner, secretary; and 
Mrs. Williamson, treasurer. Skolnik 
has been president of the publishing 
association since 1959. 

One of the major topics discussed 
by the membership was a means of 
expanding the distribution of the 
News Review to serve a rapidly 
growing community. Since the be¬ 
ginning of last year, the circulation 
of the paper has increased from 
2,600 to 3,600. Since there is no 
charge for home delivery of the 
newspaper, increased circulation 
generally means that the paper is 
faced with additional charges for 
printing and for delivery without 
any potential offsetting income. Up 
to now, the additional costs have 
been met primarily through the 
paper’s reserve funds. 

How much longer this can be 
done with new residential units be¬ 
ing occupied every day is uncertain. 
One suggestion has been to curtail 
home delivery by making the news¬ 
paper available at conveniently lo¬ 
cated neighborhood spots. Another 
has been to enlist the support of 
the various housing subdivisions and 
their citizens’ associations to take 
over responsibility for distribution 
of the newspaper throughout their 
cwn developments.

road surrounding the city and join¬ 
ing all its parts. 

Apart from this road, which 
would in part pass through Federal 
land and which would cross the 
Baltimore parkway at a new in¬ 
terchange, the plan also proposes 
the widening of Glenn-Dale road as 
well as the construction of an ar¬ 
terial road serving the industrial 
area along the B & O tracks, and 
many secondary roads. As part 
of the plan, Crescent rd. would not 
intersect Kenilworth ave. (as it 
does on the MNCPPC plan), due to 
the proximity of such an intersec¬ 
tion to the Beltway exit ramps. 

The intersection of Edmonston 
rd. and Greenbelt rd. (for which a 
light has been scheduled recently) 
would also be eliminated and a 
new exit road from Springhill Lake 
built on land now belonging to the 
Junior High School. In exchange 
the land on which Edmonston rd. 
now runs would be added to the 
school grounds. 

Land Use 

In planning land use, Joyner 
said, the guiding principle was that 
except for land already zoned, the 
area inside the perimeter road 
should have town-house develop¬ 
ment matching that of old Green¬ 
belt, while outside this road the 
land should be developed to single¬ 
family homes. Various topics con¬ 
cerning land use other than hous¬ 
ing were specifically mentioned by 
Joyner - school sites, the city’s 
warehouse, a small neighborhood 
shopping center (the latter two to 
be located near the end of Cres- 
cen rd.) and a site for a commun¬ 
ity center in the angle formed hj 
Glenn-Dale rd. and the parkway. 
For the Golden Triangle, single¬ 
family zoning was recommended; 
this was viewed mainly as a tem¬ 
porary measure, until such time 
as zoning safeguards will be avail¬ 
able to guarantee its use as an 
office park or some other low-traf- 
fice public use. 

Fire Dept, and GHI 
After Joyner’s presentation, Rob¬ 
ert Mogel, representing the Green¬ 
belt Fire and Rescue squad, and 
Ed Burgoon of the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. board of directors pre¬ 
sented their organizations’ view¬ 
points. Mogel dwelt mainly on fea¬ 
tures ensuring easy access for fire¬ 
fighting equipment, such as elimin 
ation of dead-end streets. Bur¬ 
goon commended the planners and 
the APB for the plan and stressed 
points of public interest, such as 
provision for a library site and 
preservation as parkland of the 
area adjoining Greenbelt- Lake, 
where both MNCPPC and the APB 
proposed a junior high school. Both 
objected to the termination of 
Crescent rd. short of Kenilworth 
avenue. 

A public discussion followed, 
dealing mainly with details of the 
plan. Answering a question, coun¬ 
cilman Cliff Simonson noted that 
the extension of Northway was de¬ 
liberately curved in order to dis¬ 
courage drivers leaving the park¬ 
way at the new interchange from 
taking a shortcut through the 
town’s center. Lou Lushine of 3-C 
Gardenway proposed building a 
public school complex on the “tri¬ 
angle” while Welsh reiterated the 
property owners’ belief that the 
tract is still best suited for a shop¬ 
ping center. Among other points 
raised were the fact that the plan 
refrains from mentioning the Jaeger 
tract, pros and cons of the new 
“local” shopping center, the wid¬ 
ening of the rest of Greenbelt rd. 
to 6 lanes, and a recent petition by 
the developers of Springhill Lake 
for high-density R-10 zoning. 

The meeting was closed by May¬ 
or Edgar Smith, who thanked all 
those present and scheduled anoth¬ 
er public hearing for Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 17. Copies of the proposed 
plan and related maps are mean¬ 
while available to the public in the 
municipal building.

WRITE-IN FRUSTRATIONS 

To the Editor: 

Voting in Greenbelt on Nov. 3. 
what did I see? Uniform good hu¬ 
mor in very heavy early voting at 
Central School. The spectacle of 
many workers for all sides passing 
out last minute literature to voters 
who had made up their minds. The 
partly effective effort to push us 
“political peddlers’' farther from the 
outside door to the polling place. 

On the technical side, many indi¬ 
viduals learned at first hand how 
these machines are loaded against 
them when they tried to “write in” 
a vote, without most careful school¬ 
ing as to how to avoid the built-in 
traps. Their frustration was in no 
way the fault of the local election 
personnel. 

The liveliest trap awaited those 
who tried to “write in” first, before 
throwing all the intended visible 
keys (these can be corrected when 
“write in” comes last). For one ex¬ 
ample, some voters attempting to 
write-in Bowman for Congress. 
Fifth District, instead of either 
Machen or Potts, pushed up the 
“blind” over the big write-in space. 
The “blind” when pushed up is an 
invisible key, and locked against 
both Johnson and Goldwater. So 
these voters lost their intended vote 
for president. Similar mistakes could 
lock them out of vote for senator, 
congressman-at-large, or some char¬ 
ter candidate. 

Result: write-in voters lost in¬ 
tended choices; and voted for Bow¬ 
man as president, senator, or con¬ 
gressman-at-large instead of for 
congressman, fifth district. 

Question: Is this frustration of 
independent voters deliberately 
built into the Maryland system? 
How can the next independent can¬ 
didate’s supporters be guarded 
against such traps?
